There was a time when 
nearly every county in the Ozarks 
‘had its clans of feudists, but the set- 
tling up of the country, the passing 
of the- saloons and illicit stills and 
other factors have brought about a 
change which has served to dampen 
the old-time inclination to settle dif- 
ferences with charges of buckshot. 
Began in Long Family. 

The Long-Hampton feud is of long | 
standing, but only in recent years has 
there been bloodshed. The trouble 
which ended in, the shooting of 
Hampton came up on Christmas day,
